Please enter the amendment of 12/08/2010 after BPAI Decision. The amendment 
includes the amended claims and a substitute specification. 

Claims 1-5, 7-8, and 10-21 of the amendment filed 12/08/2010 are allowed. The 
following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance of these claims: Nothing in the 
prior art anticipates or suggests, "a means for detecting that comprises an electronic processing 
unit operably connected to receive signals from the touch sensitive sensors and to detect the 
speed of a user's finger over said outer element or the actuation frequency of successive touch 
sensitive sensors", in a watch, set forth in the base claim 1. The claims 2-5, 7-8 and 10-21 are 
allowed for the same reasons including those set forth in the Board Decision dated 10/8/2010.
